Mosher, president of the Canadian

Many of the resolutions demand 
a “Socialist foreign policy” and at- 
tack Mr. Bevin’s conduct “as being 
a continuance of the Conservative 
foreign policy.”

Instead, there appeared 
to be considerably less grounds for 
the traditional fears of Canadian 
industry that any reduction of its 
tariff-subsidy and other trade ra- 
strictions would threaten profits 
if not existence. 

A “tremendous new and urgent” 
factor now dominated the problem, 
a factor not present before the 
war. 

GREAT BRITAIN no longer had 
a net income,.of about $81,000,000 
yearly from investments in Can- 
ada with which to buy Canadian 
products. “Five years from now 
her receipts from that source will 
be almost entirely used to pay in- 
terest and principal on the $1,250,- 
000,000 loan from Canada. 

“The United Kingdom will, there- 
fore, have no alternative but to 
reduce her purchases in Canada to 
a volume somewhat less than the 
average for 1935-39 unless Canada 
takes immediate steps to make ad- 
ditional sources of revenue avail- 
able to her.

school, special courses in nuclear 
physics are not needed. New de- 
velopments in any field of physics 
are incorporated into appropriate 
courses at present in existence, If 
any extensive graduate work is 
done, special symposia may be set 
up as a part of the regular gradu- 
ate schedule.” 

Continuing, Dr. Langstroth point- 
ed out that: 

“WITH NEW FIELDS of 
scientific endeavor opened up and 
with a more abundant supply of 
artificial radioactive substances, it 
is probable that most Canadian uni- 
versities will be in time engaged 
on some aspect or other of the 
general field—either in exploring 
further the intricacies of nuclear 
behavior or in making use of the 
new materials as tools in various 
investigations.”

A clothing industry for Edmon-

“There are a great many veter- 
ans, especially those who have lost 
legs during the war, who can be 
trained at this highly skillful trade, 
and a great many women too”, 
stated Mr. Conn. 

THE CLOTHIER said he prefers 
the Canadian and American cut of 
clothes because it seems to have 
more “kick”. However, he prefers 
the British manufactured cloth and 
the Old Country method of hand- 
sewn garments,

MRS CONN AND a 24-year-old 
daughter, Eileen, are still in Eng- 
land. Mr. Conn stated that he was 
promised that they would be able 
to get passage in two weeks and 
it is now over two months and they 
still have not left England. 

As soon as the wife arrives to 
take care of the children, Mr. Conn 
states that he will be able to make 
more concrete plans for his busi- 
ness, “Besides,” explained the Lon- 
doner, “my wife has always been 
my business partner, so I feel kind 
of lost.”

In fission, a nucleus splits into 
two more or less equal parts with 
the release of a good deal of energy, 
it was explained. 

Only three of the naturally heavy 
elements, uranium 235, thorium 
and actinium are known to exhibit 
fission under appropriate bombard- 
ment. 

Chemistry, biology and medicine, 
with agriculture also sharing widely 
in the potential benefits, will have 
new and amazing tools as a result 
of the research, Dr. Langstroth de- 
clared, j 

AT PRESENT THERE are 300 oz 
more of these artificial radioactive 
elements known. They hold out 
considerable promise as therapeu- 
tic agents, 

Radioactive phosphorus, sodium, 
iron, carbon, iodine and zinc are 
among the substances that have 
been used as “tracers” both in the 
treatment of disease in humans and 
in furnishing controlled nutrition 
for plants. 

Radioactive phosphorus has been 
used successfully in the treatment 
of leukemia, or cancer of the blood, 

DR. LANGSTROTH feels that 
the “romantic” nature of the 
studies in atomic power is certain 
to lure more and more students at 
the University of Alberta into this 
new field as the age of the atom 
gets underway,

LONDON, Ont., April 6—(CP)— 
A supreme court jury last night 
awarded damages of $5,300 to Rich- 
ard Rigney, 75-year-old London 
township farmer, in his suit against 
a 50-year-old neighbor, Alfred 
O'Mara, for alienation of the affect- | 
ions of Rigney'’s wife, who is 47 
years of age. Rigney had sued for 
damages of $15,000. 

The jury found O'Mara guilty of 
alienating the affections of Mrs. 
Rigney but not guilty of commit- 
ting adultery with her. 

Mr. Justice Walter Schroeder said 
the jury's decision was similar to 
the finding which he personally 
would have ‘made. 

Mr. O'Mara indicated his counsel | 
would appeal the finding.

NEW YORK, April 6.— 
(BUP)—A renewed attack 
by the Australian delegate on 
the United Nations Security 
Council’s procedure in the 
Iranian crisis today threaten- 
ed to blow off the lid which 
had been clamped on the case 
until May 6.

gress. 

Hodgson, who had given the 
council a xerbal spanking at its 
meeting on Thursday for failing to 
make a full investigation of the 
facts in the Iranian case, planned 
to renew his attack when the coun- 
cil meets again Tuesday. 

AUSTRALIAN CIRCLES aaid 
Hodgson would not press for a re- 
opening of the case. Nevertheless,

WE ARE living in a world that seemingly offers few rea- 
sons for gladness or optimism. The threat of the 
atomic bomb stirs universal uneasiness. Despair and 
hunger are etched upon the faces of youth in many lands 
where so few have known what laughter and gaiety are. 
Even where war has not cast its shadow, there is now a 
whispering dread. 


But the Bible says: “To them that love God, all things 
work together unto good.” When worry merges into des- 
pair, it is time to remember that God, after all, is still the 
Supreme Arbiter; that behind what seems to us utterly 
evil may loom the pattern of blessings yet to unfold. 


There is a moral for us in the story of the Rabbi 
Akiba, a humble and good man, who once went on a jour- 
ney, taking with him a donkey, a rooster, and a lamp. 
When night came, he sought shelter in a village, but none 
would have him. 


“All that God does is done well,” the rabbi said, as 
he proceeded toward a dark forest to spend the night there. 


He lit the lamp, but the wind extinguished it. “All 
that God does is done well,” he repeated. And he said the 
same words again when, during the night, he discovered 
hi his donkey and rooster had been devoured by wild 

asts. 


The next morning, the rabbi learned that enemy sol- 
diers had passed through the forest as he slept there. If 
the donkey had brayed, if the rooster had crowed, if the 
light had attracted the soldiers, he would surely have 
been done to death. Pondering this, the humble rabbi 
gave praise once more: “All that God does is done well.”

The incident is a timely and rather im- 
pressive reminder that the deadline for send- 
ing in returns is April 30th, that ‘‘mistakes” 
come high, and that any misrepresentation 
made now may backfire two or three years 
hence, with penalties added to the shortage 
in payment. ; 

The safety-first rules are: do it now, do 
it right—and then not be any too sure that 
some eagle-eyed expert won't find out in the 
sweet bye and bye that the information is 
not complete or in some other way unsatis- 
factory and invoke the pains and penalties of 
retroactive collection proceedings. 


In Support of Peace 


The formation of an Edmonton branch 
of the United Nations Society in Canada is a 
commendable step that deserves the support 
of every citizen. 

The United Nations organization is 
founded upon certain principles which must 
be maintained if the structure is to survive. 
It is not enough that the spokesmen for the 
nations should be imbued with tolerance and 
progressive thinking and a strong devotion 
to peace. These sentiments must exist among 
the peoples of the nations which are so band- 
ed together. For only as the people them- 
selves are devoted to peace and tolerance and 
progress will these things rise upward and 
become the policies of the collective nations. 

It is supremely important, then, that 
supplementary organizations should exist to 
propagate such ideals among the people. 
This is the purpose of the United Nations So- 
ciety in Canada. It is the purpose of the 
newly-formed Edmonton branch. 

The undertaking is so essential, so splen- 
didly worth while that no citizen can afford 
to stand aloof from it. 

The United Nations will hold to their 
high purposes just so long as their peoples 
are intelligently and devotedly behind them. 
They will fail.if the determination of these 
peoples to avoid war and create a new social 
order is permitted to relax. 


No Danger of Too Much 


An official report on the world food situ- 
ation issued at London is correctly described 
as “a sombre story of deficiencies”. If it 
does not spread gloom in Britain and wher- 
ever else the statement is read, that will only 
be because the facts are well enough known 
to have already made the outlook drab. 

One of the “deficiencies” illustrates the 
shortages which run all the way through the 
menu. For the first half of this year the 
wheat supply falls below full requirements 
by 8,000,000 tons. That is approximately 
270,000,000 bushels. 

Canada’s wheat crop last summer pro- 
duced 305,912,000 bushels. To provide bread 
during this six months in full rations to the 
peoples who depend upon bread as the “staff 
of life” there would have to be as much more 
wheat in the world as Canada had for export 
from the crop of 1945. 

The supplies of rice and fats are more or 
less similar in the amounts of the shortages, 
and identical in the fact that there are short- 
ages in all categories. 

While the hunger crisis is expected to be 
at its worst by midsummer, the report is 


anything but cheering as to the outlook for | 


next winter. It states that only a combin- 
ation of favorable circumstances in the crop 
season can bring about any “material im- 
provement” in the situation, while unfavor- 
able crops would spell ‘‘disaster”’. 

The problem of farmers the world over 
seems to be what to grow this summer, 
rather than how much. This official report 
from London agrees with the predictions of 
experts everywhere that there will not be 
too much of anything, and isn’t likely to be 
enough of anything. 


Cheaper “Juice” 


Edmonton householders are now paying 
5 cents per kilowatt hour for electric cur- 
rent. After May 1st, the rate will be 4 cents 
up to 60 kilowatt hours, 2 cents for the next 
110 kilowatt hours, and 1', cents over that 
amount, 

Commercial rates are to be reduced in 
similar proportions, to 4 cents per kilowatt 
hour up to 100, dropping to 14, cents over 
that amount. 

These reductions are very substantial, To 
the small consumer the cut is 20 per cent. 
The reductions will prune householders’ bills 
and store bills for current heavily in the win- 
ter months, though probably having little 
effect during the long days and short nights 
of summer, 

The cheapening of service is made poss- 
ible by consistent large annual surpluses 
turned in by the system for many years. 
Large as they are, the rate reductions do not 
threaten to throw the system into the “red” 
because of lost revenue, and there is no pros- 
pect that the rates will have to be moved 
upward again.

Britain, according to despatches, is with- 
drawing its military mission to Albania be- 
cause the members have been mistreated, 
and has told the authorities there it has no 
intention to exchange diplomatic representa- 
tives with them. These authorities are asking 
that Albania be allowed to number itself 
among the United Nations. If the accusation 
is correct the application should be rejected.

ACTUALLY, OF course, the col- 
onial administration from the out- 
set had been legislating freely in 
this field and without reference 
to their territorial limits. To re- 
move confusions, a British statute 
was enacted in 1847 declaring that 
all laws dealing with citizenship, 
should apply only locally, Thus 
the British law would apply only 
to the United Kingdom; Canada's 
to the United provinces; Nova 
Scotia's to Nova Scotia and so 
forth. 

So matters stood at the time of 
Confederation. Full power with 
respect to naturalization was cou- 
ferred upon Canada by the BNA 
Act, section 91, item 25. Whether 
or not the BNA Act enabled Can- 
ada to legislate extra-territorially, 
that is to make “Canadian citizen- 
ship good beyond the three mile 
limit, is perhaps a debatable point.

AT THE TURN of the century 
and as a part of the broad Empire 
centralization movement, a strong 
|effort was made to achieve a com- 
mon Empire citizenship. Discus- 
sions along this line took place at 
the Colonial conference of 1902 
and the Imperial conferences of 
'1907 and 1911, The effort failed, 
largely for immigration reasons. 

Nevertheless, the United King- 
dom made the effort in the British 
statute of 1914 which was adopted 
in part in the Canadian naturaliza- 
|tion act of this same year. The tide 
of events, however, was running 
‘strongly against unification. The 
movement was towards complete 
autonomy under the crown and the 
emergence of the League of Na- 
tions was a decisive event. 

The enactment of the Canadian

MONTGOMERY, Ala., April 6— 


AUGUSTA, Ga., April 6.— 
(AP) — The Masters golf 
tournament reached the half- 
way point last night and 
slender, blue-eyed “unknown” 
Herman Keiser still was far 
out in front of the super- 
stars.

Keiser, 31-year-old former sailor 
who shot a fine 69 in Thursday's 
high wind to tie for the lead at the 
end of the first 18, came right back 
Friday with a spectacular 68—four 
under par for the Augusta national 
course—to show there was nothing 
accidental about it. At the rate the 
Akron, Ohio, comet was going, he 
could break the tournament record 
of 279 strokes for 72 holes and win 
top prize of $2,500 without working 
up a sweat, 

Five big strokes behind his two- 
day total of 137 was Jimmy Thom- 
son, the long-hitter from Los Ang- 
eles, with 72-70—142. Clayton Heaf- 
ner, N.C, with successive rounds 
of 74-69—143, was in third place, and 
the rest were nowhere. The big guns 
who were going to prove they could 
shoot winter-tournament scores 
over the 6,800-yard Masters course 
were not feeling so well. : 

In posting 34-35 yesterday, Keiser | 
played the kind of golf that dreams 
are made of. He was on every green 
when he should have been, scored | 
two birdies on each nine and was| 
never over par.

ed to serve the Bonnie Doon line.

1946 construction program. 

The total cost of the Bonnie Doon 
link for the new road, and the 
grading, paving, draining and in- 
Stallation of curbs and gutters is 
estimated at $161,000. 

SEVEN MOTOR coaches will be 
required to service this route, and 
orders were placed for them late | 
last year. It is expected they will) 
be delivered by the Canadian Car 
and Foundry Co., Fort William, 
sometime prior to the completion 
of the work on this route.

Jury at Scene 
Of South Crime 


CALGARY, April 6—(CP)—Ten- 
year-old James Roy Swickis of 
Bowness gave evidence from his 
bed where he is ill with rheumatic 
fever when Justice G. B. O'Connor, 
the six-man jury and other mem- 
bers of the court sitting on the 
case of Lawrence Ross Barrs, 21, 
charged with the murder of Franck 
Bishop Thomas, 62, visited Bow- 
ness yesterday to view the charred 
ruins of the Thomas home. 

The third jury in the case was 
empanelled Friday morning after 
all but three of 39 names in the 
panel had been exhausted, Twenty- 
four were stood aside by the 
Crown and six were challenged by 
the defence. A jury empanelled 
last Monday was released Tuesday 
when juryman Robert A. Redpath 
became ill with ‘flu. 

AFTER CALLING two witnesses, 
Cpl.

The Soviet prosecutor quoted an- 
other order which stated that 
“troops have the right and are ob- 
ligated to take arfy measures with- 
out restriction against women and 
children”. 


“That is correct”, Keitel said. 

“You consider this order right?” 

“YES, BUT OF COURSE no Ger- 
man soldier and no German officer 
ever thought of killing women and 
children”, 


At that Rudenko said, “There 
were such cases. Millions of thent.” 

Keitel replied, “I do not believe 
that.” 

A report by Admiral Wilhelm 
Canaris, the late German intelli- 
gence chieftain, protesting against 
the mass killings of Russian pris- 
oners was mentioned by Rudenko. 
He asked Keitel if he agreed with 
the Canaris report. 

KEITEL ANSWERED, “I shared 
his views.”
